Thero is no calling in life that really 


requires a more varied knowledge than 
agriculture; and when we think how 
very abort time ago the only requisite 
tnat WM tegardid was simply knowl- 
edge enough to do the mechanical work 
O* sowing and reaping, it is really a 
>i*Mjfer.'thi£"«ur; agriculture stands 
When it dees tonlay; and when we 
atiPbol ofWfhe millions of cultivated 
acres in this country, which bud and 
blossom with tho sweetness of the rose, 
and behold the superior intelligence 
which cultivate them, it is still more of 
a, wonder that the stupidity of older 


' times should over-have existed. Still, 


ia the midst ol all this progress and the 
improvements which are now found in 
every department of agriculture, there 
are those who will persist in shutting 
their eyea to the utility of intelligence 
on tho farm, and still continue to plod 
along as their fathers did. 
It is to such 


that we desire to make tho statement 
with which this article begins. Tho 
farm is no place for a man who does 
nt* know anything. Usually he would 
{wove as successful, and more so, in al- 
most any other calling. 


A farmer should bo educated in tho 
truest sense of tho term. Certainly no 
one will deny that he should be familiar 
with the sciences which especially per- 
tain to tho soil and the growth of plants, 
•ad it will not do to argue, %s sorno do. 
that experiment is better than book 
knowledge, for what a man learns by 
experiment he knows is correct. Sci- 
ence is the result of experiment. Books 
of science are the result of experiment. 
Men have spent the timo necessary to 
teach us the needs of plant growth, 
the requirements of 
the 
soil for 


special purposes, and very much of ev- 
erything else necessary to make farm- 
ing a success; and if we now propose to 
go over the same ground that they have 
In order to reach the same conclusions, 
we simply show a disposition to waste 
valuable timo. If by analysis of tho 
•oil we can ascertain that it lacks those 
ingredients which tho chemist says i: 
necessary for the production of a cer 
tain crop, it surely would be lolly to 
keep on experimenting year after year 
until by chance we should, happen to

llure are fortunes upon, fortunes in the 
aggregate expended every year in this 
country for fertilizers which are almos 
.worthless, as applied, and wholly so 
with reference to the production of the 
crop which they are intended to help 
grow. They do not contain the ele 
ments which the soil lacks and the crop 
needs, and so far as any real good re 
suiting from their application wo migh 
a* wefl try to fertilize the land with ou 
breath. Farming without ra knowledge 
of the science of faittirig, which in 
eludes various sciences, is simply a 
game of chance—it is tho walk of 
i 
blind man on strange ground. . |( sucl 
a man should attempt to practice modi 
cine he would be called a " quack,' 
and if to practice law a •• shyster." Tin 
farmer should bo pre-eminently a wel 
lead man. He should read tho. gtet 0 
all that is freshly written on agriculture 
which he can find fa any first class ag 
rlcuitural journal. If what tie rends is 
•ound he can profit by it, and if what 
he reads'is not sound he can still profit 
by it by permitting the troth to be more 
firmly fixed in his mind by contrast. 
: No one should attempt to conduct a 
farm without being something of a vet- 
erinarian. 
Knowledge of veterinary 
science is almost constantly required on 
the farm, and tho lack of it is frequently 
not only very inconvenient but it is ex- 
pensive. Regularly 'educated surgeons 
are often, and in too great majority of 
instances, difficult to get at, and many 
a sick animal must necessarily die, or 
be beyond 
tho 
possibility of re- 


covery, before the services of one can 
be obtained. We sometimes see ex- 
pressed in tho columns of our country 
exchanges, the wish that the regular 
physicians would include veterinary in 
their practice. This would be of little 
advantage. Tho doctors do not know 
anything, or scarcely anything; with 
reference to the diseases of animals. 
Veterinary science is essentially a sep- 
arate science. There are some prin- 
ciples in common between the science 
of medicine as applied to man and the 
brute, but not enough to enable the 
family physician to bo a good "horse 
doctor." Far better would it bo for 
tho farmer to qualify himself to treat 
.ordinary cases, at least. And now that 
onr industrial colleges hare courses in 
veterinary science, it Is not difficult for 
our young men to acquire sonic knowl- 
•aW in tfito direction. 


But besides being a chemist, botanist 


and veterinarian, the farmer, of all 
men in the world, should bo a general 
mechanic. He should know something 
of all the common mechanical arts, 
1rent that of building a house to hoop- 
log a barrel. Such knowledge would 
prevent imposition when it was ncces- 
sary towaploy a mechanic, and it would 
save ajmat deal of needless expense, 
not only in the actual outlay for 
many descriptions of repairs, but in the 
destruction of implements, resulting 
often from a neglect to regard the 
oJ4 adage, "a stitch in time saves 
nine." It ia often very inconvenient 
toco to the blacksmith's, the whcel- 
iwnght's, or the harncssmakor's, whcu 
something breaks, and the neglect is 
frequently the cause of the total de- 
struction of the thing injured. 


In this brief outline, therefore, we 
•how that not only is the farm no place 
for stupidity, but that the farmer should 
really be a universal genius, and such a 
man will always be successful as u 
farmer.—Western Rural. 


ailor'&life has for boys of the Atlantic 
states. The life is looked on by tljeirf 
3 a career of considerable excitement 
icd adventure. This is a consideration 
hat appeals more to boys than toaober- 
ninded men, and yet. it is the means of 
drawing not a little of the best young 
>rain and muscle into this channel. As 
compared with the quiet plodding life 
of a farmer's boy, it does indeed seem 
• life of wild excitement As the red 
men retire farther and farther into the 
West and North, the "cow-puncher" ia 
he first precursor of civilization. 
Tho 


very great advantage of being the first 
occupant of a iiew range keeps the 
cattle-men forever pushing onward and 
aking tho risks of too close proximity 
o tho savages. The life on one of 
these frontier ranges has a good deal 
of adventurous excitement about it in 
the way of encounters with all the nu- 
merous varieties of wild animals which 
abound there, and has beside the vari- 
ous attractions as well as tho hardships 
;liat belong to genuine pioneer life. 
Before a man has been in the business 
many years he is pretty certain to bo 
engaged in one or more of tho long 
cattle-drives which transfer enormous 
lierds across wide stretches of territory. 
In this way many workmen drift in the 
course of a year or two from Texas to 
Wyoming or Montana, or from Oregon 
to Nebraska; and thus tho 
"cow- 


puncher" often comes, in timo, to have 
ii wido and varied experience of the 
least-Known regions of 
our 
wido 


country. 


Perhaps the greatest attraction about 
this life to a frugal workingman is the 
great variety of chances that exist for 
profitable investment of every dollar 
that he is able to lay aside. All em- 
ployers will permit a good hand, who 
invests his savings in horses, to turn his 
little band in with the other stock with- 
out any charge. 
Thus he goes into 


stock raising on a small scale without a 
dollar oi running expenses to pay. If 
a man can buy a few marcs at a bargain 
he can often make a clear annual profit 
of fifty per cent, on a few hundred dol- 
lars, if he is shrewd in .selling and care- 
ful in breeding up. This is a very fa- 
vorite way of investing earnings, as it 
is at once very safe ana very profitable. 
But there are many other ways of get- 
ting a handsome income for a small in- 
vestment ia the Far West, though hard- 
ly any of them is so perfectly safe as 
this which I have mentioned.

not a fow of thorn have, by long persist- 
ence, made theraso Ivcs skillful in it. 


A man who believes himself to havo 


already some training and fitness to en- 
:cr at once upon the work would do 
best to seek employment in Cheyenno 
or Grecley in the spring. That is tho 
season when cattle men are making 
their plans and hiring their hands for 
tho year. Most of tho " round-ups" 
take their start in the latter half of 
May. 
At that time a man who has 


been trained to tho management of 
horses and is quite at homo in the sad- 
dle need have little fear of not finding 
work, even though he may bo without 
friends or recommendation. But any 
person who is uot fitted must work into 
the business much more gradually. A 
new comer on the plains feels at first 
as much out of his element as a fish out 
of water. The habits, the ways of life, 
tho occupations and even the dialect are 
all strango to him. He is as easily rec- 
ognized as •' green" as any foreign 
clodhopper just landed iu Now York. 
He hears himself called a "tenderfoot." 
The plains are mainly a grazing region. 
All the United States cast of the plains 
are mainly agricultural; consequently 
the manners and customs of the two 
districts are, and must always be, very 
different. 
To loam the ways of the 
country, to outgrow the " tenderfoot" 
stage of existence, is a gradual and 
sometimes a trying process. A man 
coming to the far West with the inten- 
tion of making it his permanent homo 
would do well to como in the fall, if 
possible— for, though it is not a good 
time for a workingman to find occupa- 
tion, it is usually possible to find chances 
to work about some stock-ranch or farm 
through tho winter either for small 
wages or for board, and in this way a 
man grows well accustomed to the ways 
of the country and acquainted with the 
people, and so has the best preparation 
for securing a profitable situation when 
the spring work with the cattle begins. 
If in the course of the winter he learns 
the •elements ol plain camp-cookery, he 
has a strong string for his bow, for tho 
easiest way of preparing for moro agree- 
able work is to take a place to drive one 
of the " round-up" wagons and prepare 
the simple meals. Work of this kind is 
nearly as well paid as the work with 
the cattle, audit is the easiest stepping 
stone to the pleusantor work. The av- 
erage American man scorns the thought 
of cooking for wages as a most unmanly 
occupation, but iu this far Western re- 
gion whore women are in the small mi- 
nority it is looked on as a most desira* 
blc accomplishment for all men to aci 
quire. I have known Eastern gentle* 
man of high cultivation to humble them- 
selves to •' round-up" cooking in order 
to work their way into tho business.—

Worry. 


The cause, or condition, which most 
commonly exposes tho reserve of men- 
tal energy to loss and iujurv is worry. 
The tone and strength of mind «ro seri- 
ously impaired by its wearing influence, 
and, it it continue long enough, they 
will be destroyed. It sets the organ- 
ism of thought and feeling vibrating 
with emotions which are not consonant 
with the natural liberation of energy in 
work. Tha whole machinery is thrown 
out of gear, and exercise, which would 
otherwise be pleasurable and innocu- 
ous, become painful and even destruct- 
ive. It ia easy to see how this must be. 
The longest note in music, tho most

The victim of worry is 
over on tho verge of a catastrophe; if 
he escape, the marvel is not at his 
strength of intellect so much as his good 
fortune. Worry Is disorder, however 
induced, and disorderly work is ab- 
horred by the h»wa qf nature, which 
leave it wholly without remedy. The 
energy employed in rndustry carried on 
under this condition is lavished in pro- 
ducing a small result, and speedily ex- 
hausted. The reserve comes into play 
very early in the, task., and tho faculty 
of recuperation is speedily arrested.

Postal Curds. 


A treatise on tho history of the pos- 


tal card has been published in Berlin. 
The originator of the idea is said to 
have been a German State official. Dr. 
Stephan, who wrote an essay upon it 
in 1865. 
Austria was the first to 


adopt It, beginning in October, - 1869. 
The first three months witnessed the 
passage of 2,830,000 cards through tho 
mails. Germany followed suit in 1870, 
and on the first day after the introduc- 
tion of the postal card 45,408 were 
sent off in Berlin alone; and within 
two months over 2,000,000 were used. 
Other countries s«on initiated the same 
step. During the. Franco-Prussian war 
tho postal card system was a great 
boon to both armies. Over 10,000,000 
cards passed through too campaign be- 
tween the German soldiers and their 
friends 
and homes. 
The greatest 
: proportional consumption 
of postal 
cards occur unquestionably in the 
United States. The whole of Europe 
is estimated to use annually 360,000,000 
while the consumption in the United 
States alone will probably not fall short 
of 230,000,000. 
Germany consumed 


in 1879, 1-25,747,000. 
The use of the 


postal card is, moreover, constantly 
increasing, and, to some extent, at the 
expense of the letter correspondence. 
There aro .now said to be seventy-three 
countries in which it is introduced. 
Austria, which has the honor ol first 
putting the idea into practical execu- 
tion, is now said to have cards of the 
poorest material and most incon- 
venient form.
